talent and new players. We are looking for 
that wee gem — someone who sticks out like 
a sore thumb. 

“We are going there as coaches but we are 
also going as scouts. It would be terrific if 
we could find a kid on our travels and bring 
him back to sign for Walter.

CHELSKI TO CHELFREE 


Manchester United manager Sir Alex 
Ferguson has unsurprisingly identified 
next season’s most dangerous opponent 
as the wounded former champions 
Chelsea. While Sir Alex is flashing the 
money around in this transfer window, 
Jose Mourinho is being cautious, 
preferring to win this years Premiership 
“Without spending a penny” — is this 
possible? 


Over the last four seasons Chelsea have 
been armed with Roman Abramovich’s 
seemingly limitless transfer kitty and has 
in the process squandered millions on 
underperforming players as Shevchenko, 
Crespo and Mutu (with a combined total 
cost of over £60m) to name a few that 
have had little impact on the English game. 
Mourinho has no intention of being second 
to anyone for long and believes he will win 
back the Premiership crown and finally get 
past the semi-final stage of the Champions 
League with Chelsea. Mourinho knows he 
needs to strengthen the squad and along 
with Peter Kenyan they have been busy in 
the transfer market and have already signed 


four players: Tal Ben Haim - defender ' 


(Bolton, on a free), Claudio Pizarro - 
striker (Bayern Munich, on a free), Steve 
Sidwell - midfielder (Reading, on a free) 
and Danny Philliskirk (youngster from 
Oldham, for an undisclosed amount) — for 
a combined total of - well nothing? 


Alex Ferguson on the other hand has been 
just as busy also signing four players: Owen 
Hargreaves — midfielder (Bayern Munich, 
£17m), Tomasz Kuszczak (West Brom, for 
an undisclosed amount), and Anderson - 
midfielder (FC Porto) and Nani - winger 
(Sporting Lisbon) with a combined transfer 
fee for of £30m, and in contrast to Chelsea 
the combined total is almost £50m. Their 


spending is unlikely to stop there as they 
are in the market for a striker, with Carlos 
Tevez linked for around £20m. 


This is a complete turnaround as for 
Chelsea’s back to back title wins in seasons 
2004-05 and 2005-06 they spent £89.05m 
and £53.4m respectively. This is the most 
any winning club has spent in a transfer 
window prior to the season commencing. 
Meanwhile, Manchester United are in fact 
the only team to have won the Premiership 
(and with it the Double in 1995-96) 
without spending any money on transfers. 
They also offloaded four of their main 
players Eric Cantona, Mark Hughes, Paul 
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Ince and Andrei Kanchelskis at the start 
of the campaign. It wasn’t the fact that 
United didn’t have fresh faces in their new 
squad, this was the year that Fergusson 
made a huge gamble by promoting Nicky 
Butt, Gary Neville, Phil Neville, David 
Beckham and Paul Scholes into the senior 
squad. Mourinho does not have this luxury 
this season. 


While money doesn’t guarantee success, 
there’s no mistaking that Mourinho is a 
‘special one’ and he would secretly love to 
match or beat all of Fergusson’s records. 
Don’t believe for one moment that Chelsea 
won’t spend money. They are currently

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sumer Commission (ACCC) has decided 
to issue a draft notice to revoke the Foot- 
ball Federation of Victoria’s program for 
Licensed Apparel. 

The notification involves the FFV 
requiring clubs which participate in the FFV 
competitions to use only Licensed Apparel 
during FFV Competitions. 

In the event that Licensed Apparel 
is not used in FFV matches, clubs may be ex- 
pelled, disqualified, fined, face reprimands, 
be deducted championship points or face an- 
other penalty or remedy deemed appropriate 
by the FFV. 

The draft notice proposes to revoke 
the immunity provided by the FFV’s exclu- 
sive dealing notification. Currently four ap- 
parel manufacturers are licensed under the 
FFV’s program for the period 2007-2009. 

The four apparel manufacturers are 
Covo Sports, Nike, Adidas and Kelme. Li- 
cense agreements entered into with licensees 
are on standard terms. 

Under the 2007-2009 agreements a 
licensee is required to pay the FF V an annual 
licence fee of $10,000, plus GST. Licensees 
are also required to pay the FFV a royalty of 
8% of gross sales with a minimum annual 
royalty payment of $8,000, plus GST. 

Furthermore, licensees are also 
required to provide annually to the FFV li- 
censed product to the (wholesale) value of 
$2,500. 

The program also states that licens- 

ees must also purchase FFV badges to be af- 
fixed to the licensed apparel from the FFV at 
a price of 50 cents per badge. 
As part of the deal, licensees would receive 
one free advertisement per annum on the 
FFV’s website, which would be displayed 
for a minimum of 4 weeks. 

The FFV would also, at the licens- 
ees request, include advertising and other 
promotional material concerning the licens- 
ee in a maximum of two mail-outs annually. 

The licensee is required to cover all 
costs of such mail-outs, including postage, 
and provide the relevant advertising mate- 


In the FFV’s submission to the 
ACCC’s investigation, the annual revenue 
raised by the licensing program from 2003- 
2006 ranged between $91,000 and $147000. 

According to the FFV the revenue 
raised is used to help pay for administration 
and keep costs lower for clubs and players. 

The FFV submission also stated 
that the public benefits of the Apparel Pro- 


gram are: 

(a) a minimum standard of quality 
achieved 

(b) timely supply of apparel guaren- 
teed 

(c) the image of the game will be kept 


to a high standard and 
(d) income will be generated for the 
FFYV. 


The ACCC noted that the benefit 
of imposing standards of apparel through 
requiring uniforms to be purchased through 
licensed only apparel suppliers in order to 
uphold a particular image is likely to be less, 
with respect that the majority of FFV teams 
are involved in predominantly less high pro- 
file leagues and junior competitions. 

In response to a request for clubs 
and interested parties to provide submis- 
sions, the ACCC received 24 submissions, 
of which, 2 submissions were excluded from 
the public register at the interested parties 
request. 

Generally, clubs expressed concerns 
of the cost of having to replace uniforms un- 
necessarily if their existing suppliers licence 
was not renewed. Some clubs estimated the 
cost of doing so, given that they field up to 
30 or 40 teams, at the vicinity of $10,000 to 
$20,000. Clubs stated that they would have 
no choice but to pass these costs on in the 
higher registration fees for players. 

Also, interested parties contended 
that four licensed apparel manufacturers did 
not necessarily amount to “a high level of 
choice” as claimed by the FFV. Clubs ar- 
gued that there are many suppliers that offer 
similar, if not better, quality products for the 
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same price or less than those available under 
the scheme. Prior to the programs inception, 
clubs were able to bargain with sporting ap- 
parel retailers and manufacturers, but fol- 
lowing the introduction of the program clubs 
were no longer in a position to do so. 


Some clubs were concerned that 
there would be no incentive for licensees to 
reduce their prices to compete for the market 
available as they were already assured that 
they will receive a certain level of business 
as a result of the licence agreements and the 
tules and regulations of the FFV. 

Once the ACCC issues a draft no- 
tice proposing to revoke a notification, sec- 
tion 93A of the Trade Practices Act 1974 (the 
Act) provides that the notifying party or any 
interested who may be dissatisfied with the 
ACCC’’s draft notice may request that a con- 
ference be held to discuss the draft. Confer- 
ences are conducted informally, without the 
participation of legal or other professional 
advisers. 

If one wishes to hold a conference 
in relation to the draft notice, you must no- 


tify the ACCC in writing by Wednesday 18th 
July. The Act does not allow the ACCC to 
extend this deadline.

In conjunction with the apparel 
program, the ACCC was also in the process 
of reviewing the match ball Licensing Pro- 
gram. At this moment in time the ACCC is 
not proposing to revoke the Ball Licensing 
Program as it not satisfied the program is to 
the detriment to the public.
